The object of this list is to enumerate the genera of the Heterop- 
terons Pagiopoda with their 


:vnonynis and type species, with a ref- 
erence in each instance where possible, to a figure of at least some 
part of the genotype, or failing that, of a closely related species. 
It should be considered as a bibliographical contribution, for though 
a large proportion of the genera has been studied by the compiler, 
many still remain known only by the deseriptions, this being the 
case especially with several described during the last two or three 
years, with insufficient indication of their affinities, 

With a few exceptions, all the references have been checked by 
comparison with the original works in the compiler’s library, those 
absent therefrom being marked with an T. An apparently new 
type fixation is indicated by an *; while the faet that the figure 
cited is from the typical specimen is indicated by a X. 

The abbreviations will, it is believed, be easily comprebended. 
Two instances may be taken : 

ANTHOCORIDE, genus 4, is “ Lasiochiloides Champion, 1900, Bio 
logia. Centrali-Americana, Heteroptera, ii, p. 311—the only species 
(therefore type) is denticulatus Champion, and is figured on Pl.

Twelve families of Pagiopoda have been admitted, but with reluc- 
tance and only temporarily. The AxrHOCORID.E would not have 
been separated from the Maxrp.g, had it not been that in that case 
the CLrxoconrp.g and PorverEN(iD;E must have been added (the 


oe 
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latter seem to lead to the PEpicuLID™, though the last are too 
distantly related even to be ranked as Hemiptera at present). The 
CERATOCOMBID# have strong affinities to the A NTHOCORIDJE on the 
one hand and to the AcaxrHIID;:E on the other. The AEPOPHI- 
LIDÆ are also closely related to the CERATOCOMBIDJE and ACAN- 
THOCORID;E. The AcaNwTHIID.E lead very naturally to the OcH- 
TERIDA, and it is doubtful if the latter ean reasonably be separated 
from the Naucorip#, which by many authors are united with the 
BELOSTOMATIDJE., 

The fact is that the Pagiopoda are as a whole very homogeneous, 
and for the present it seems best to keep up a number of families.
